Details are given on the planned 
production of tractor-plows. 

(10) Insect extermination plan. Planned measures for an attempt to exterminate 
pine-worms in the German Democratic Republic. 

(11) Polish agricultural experiences. Some details are given on agricultural de- 
velopments in Poland as told by a polish agricultural delegation to German agricultural 
experts. 


(12) Excerpts from a report on the organization of the German Trade Center (Deutsche 
Handels ze nt rale ) for Machines and Vehicle Construction, in regard to trade in agricultural 
machines and equipment and agricultural machine and tractor parts, dated 1 February 1951.
